A SMOKE NUISANCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THR * DAILY PRESS.” 
Hongkong, 12th December. 
. .Srn,—About 2 years ago, two manufacturing 
firms established business at the foot of St. 
Francis Street ond’ the vevoral ill-constracted 
funnels erected .jn their premises guve the 
‘Jooulity au -unussuning uspect of a miniature 
nannfacturing town. The depressing air, hea 
vily laden with dust, oct, and emoke all the day 
long’ in, this neighbourhood, makes living 
most unbearable, and repoated complaints have 
beon made“individually’ from time ‘to time to 
the mansying owners of thesa companies to no 
purpose. Being powerless 1 vuecx inis fay. 
sant abuse unless pressure bo broaght to bear, 
the owners, ali the foreign and Chinese residents 
of Holy Inisnt Lane, St. Francia Street. 
Queen's Road East, oto., petitioned to the Go- 
vernment in the flrat wok of July last year to 
be kind enoagh to adopt measures for the 
suppression of the smose uuisunce. After 
waiting for a fow months, the petitioners 
thought that’the Goverament,lad passed them 
over-‘utinoticed, ‘and on Y8ch September, 1900, 
another petition was presented to the Sanitary 
Board authorities, imploring tbo Board to use 
their good influence to cassist them. At the 
meeting of the Sanitary Hoard h..1 on Ilth: 
Octobor, 19U0, a report of which wi.» published 
together with the petition in full... the issue 
of tho Daily Pres a day later, »..0 Medical 
Officer of Health said in referencs to it that 
“the Government have written: home for full 
particulars as to the means of enforcing sub- 
tection 7 of section 91 of the Imperial: Public 
|Health Act of 1875, which deals with amoke 
nuisance.” “4 

Since Dx. Clark's remark was made, nothing
